ARTICLE  L 

RIGHTS  ARK  PRIVILEGE#. 

Insert  as  paragraph  19,  a  new  paragraph  as  follows  1 

•*19.  No  county,  city,  borough,  town,  township  or 
village  shall  hereafter  give  any  money  nr  property,  or 
loan  its  credit,  to  of  in  aid  of  any  individual.  a*sA«ia- 
tion  or  corporation,  or  become  security  for.  or  ba  di¬ 
rectly  or  indirectly  the  owner  oL  any  stock  oy  bonds 
of  any  association  or  corporation.” 

Insert  as  papagraph  90,  a  nsw  paragraph,  aa  follow#  : 

"99.  No  donation  of  land  or  appropriation  of  money 
shall  be  made  by  the  state  or  any  mnnioinql  corpora¬ 
tion  to  or  for  the  use  #f  any  society,  asaociatten  or  cor¬ 
poration  whatever.”

“The  legislature  shall  pass  geueral  laws  providing 
for  the  cas<-s  enumerated  In  this  papagraph.  and  for  ail 
other  eases  which,  iu  its  judgment,  may  be  provided 
for  by  general  laws.  The  legislature  shall  pass  uo 
special  act  conferring  corporate  powers,  but  they  shall 
pass  general  Jaws  under  which  corporations  iu»y  be  or¬ 
ganized  and  corporate  powers  of  every  uatur**  obtain¬ 
ed.  subject,  nevertheless,  to  repeal  or  alteration,  at  tho 
will  of  the  legislature.”

“12.  Property  shall  bs  assessed  for  taxea  under  gen¬ 
eral  laws,  aud  by  uniform  rules,  according  to  its  true 
value.’ 

Section  VIII. 

Insert  a#  paragraph  2.  a  new  paragraph,  as  follows  : 

"2.  Every  officer  of  the  legislature  shall,  before  be  en¬ 
ters  upon  bis  duties,  take  and  subscribe  the  following 
oath  or  affirmation  :  ‘I  do  solemnly  promise  and  swear 
(or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithlully.  impartially  aud  justly 

perform  all  the  duties  of  the  office  of - ,  to  the 

best  of  my  ability  and  understanding  ;  that  I  will  care¬ 
fully  preserve  all  reorda,  papers,  writings  or  property 
entrusted  to  me  for  saf#  keeping  by  virtue  of  my  office, 
and  make  such  disposition  of  the  same  ae  may  be  re¬ 
quired  by  law.”

Paragraph  6.— After  the  word  “legislature,”  where  it 
occurs  first  in  said  paragraph,  insert  the  words  “or  the 

senate  alone.” 

Paragraph  7.— Add  to  the  paragraph  the  following  : 

“If  any  bill  presented  to  the  governor  contain  sev¬ 
eral  items  of  appropriations  of  money,  he  may  object 
to  one  or  more  such  items  while  approving  of  the  other 
portions  of  the  bill.  In  such  case  he  shall  append  to 
the  bill,  at  the  time  of  signing  it,  a  statement  of  the 
items  to  which  he  objects,  and  the  appropriation  ao  ob¬ 
jected  to  shall  not  tak«  effect.  If  the  legislature  oe  tn 
session  he  shall  transmit  to  the  house  in  which  the 
bill  originated  a  copy  of  such  statement,  and  the  items 
objected  to  shall  be  separately  reconsidered.  If,  ou  re¬ 
consideration,  one  or  niore  of  such  items  be  approved 
b\  a  majority  of  tbe  members  elected  to  each  house, 
the  same  shall  be  a  part  of  the  taw,  notwithstanding 
the  objections  of  the  governor.  All  the  provisions  ot 
this  section  iu  relation  to  bills  not  approved  by  the 
governor  shall  apply  to  cases  in  which  he  shall  withhold 
his  approval  from  auy  Hem  or  items  contained  in  a 
bill  appropriating  money.” 

Paragraph  8. — Add  to  tbe  paragraph  the  following  : 

“Nor  shall  he  be  elected  by  tbe  legislature  to  any  of¬ 
fice  uuder  the  governmeut  of  this  state  or  of  tbe  L#it- 
ed  States,  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected  governor.”
